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Reasons for Allowance 



Claims 1 and 6 are allowed for the reason the prior art does not teach or suggest in 
claimed combination, "... wherein the adhesive member comprises an anisotropic 
conductive resin composite, and the bump is fusion-welded to the mounting pad and is 
electrically connected to the electrode by the anisotropic conductive resin composite." 

Claim 4 is allowed for the reason the prior art does not teach or suggest in claimed 
combination, ".. wherein the adhesive member comprises an insulating resin 
composite, and the bump is fusion-welded to the mounting pad and directly abuts on the 
electrode without having the insulating resin composite there-between. 

Claim 7 is allowed for the reason the prior art does not teach in claimed combination, 

" wherein the adhesive member comprises an insulating resin composite, the first 

bump is fusion-welded to the first mounting pad and is electrically connected to the first 
electrode by the anisotropic conductive resin composite, and the second bump is 
fusion-welded to the second mounting pad and is electrically connected to the second 
electrode by the anisotropic conductive resin composite." 
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Claim 10 is allowed for the reason the prior art does not teach or suggest in claimed 
combination, wherein the adhesive member comprises an insulating resin 
composite, the first bump is fusion-welded to the first mounting pad and directly abuts 
on the first electrode without having the insulating resin composite there-between, and 
the second bump is fusion-welded to the second mounting pad and directly abuts on the 
second electrode without having the insulating resin composite there-between." 

Claims 12-21 are allowed for the reason set forth in the office action mailed September 
11,2008. 

Claim 22 is allowed for the reason the prior art does not teach or suggest in claimed 
combination , "... the adhesive member comprising an anisotropic conductive resin 
composite, and the bump being fusion-welded to the mounting pad and electrically 
connected to the electrode by the anisotropic conductive resin composite." 

Claim 23 is allowed for the reason the prior art does not teach or suggest in claimed 
combination, "... the adhesive member comprising an insulating resin composite, and 
the bump being fusion-welded to the mounting pad and directly abutting on the 
electrode without having the insulating resin composite there-between. "
